WILSON'S PROCLAMATION LENDS 


NEW ASPECT TO WAGE 


INCREASE. 


Palmer’s Report- 
Was Awaited 


Reduction in Living Costs 
Expected 
W ithin Ne^t Few

Washington, Dec. 26. — President 
Wilson, through a proclamation fixing 
March I as the date of the return of 
the railroads to private control, put 
at rest speculation as to thfc time of 
the handing back of the roads. 
The 
president, in his last announcement 
regarding the return, made in an ad­ 
dress to congress in May, said he in­ 
tended to turn back the roads at the 
end of the present year. 
By 
another 
proclamation 
issued 
with that in regard to the return of 
the railroads, the president ordered 
the dissolution March I of the Amer­ 
ican Railway Express company, which 
was formed July I, 1918, under gov­ 
ernment direction, by consolidation of 
the Adams, American, Wells Fargo 
and Southern companies. 
Extension by two months of the an­ 
nounced time for return of the rail­ 
roads was made, said a statement 
from the White House accompanying 
the proclamation, because congress 
had not enacted legislation to meet 
conditions incident to the change in 
control and operation. The president, 
the statement said, had been advised 
that, neither the railroads nor the ex­ 
press companies were ready to man­ 
age their properties if this plan to 
abandon government supervision Dec. 
l l should be carried out. 
Leaders in congress generally ex­ 
pressed approval, of the president’s 
action. Some members predicted that 
enactment of the pending bill in some 
form would enable a return prier to 
March I. The Esch-Cummins bill, now 
in conference between the senate and 
house for adjustment of differences, 
woni return the roads at the end of 
the calendar month In which it was 
approved by the president. 
Wage Problem Looms Large. 
In the opinion of railroad adminis­ 
tration officials the president's order 
Should tranquillize the labor situation, 
inasmuch as the time of government 
control 
is 
extended 
by 
two 
full 
months. Union officers who have been 
pressing for a settlement of their de­ 
mands before the roads went back, on 
the supposition that 
the 
transfer 
woald be made on Jan. I, the date 
originally set, have not indicated how 
the 
proclamation will affect 
their 
plans. 
The only wage demands now before 
Mr. Hines are those of the 546,006 
•hep men, who were refused a gen­ 
eral increase of 25 per oent last sum­ 
mer, President Wilson and the di­ 
rector taking the position that the 
war cycle of advancing wages and in­ 
creasing living costs must come to 
an end, and the government be given 
a fair chance to compel a return to 
normal profits. 
President Jewell and 
the executive council of the six shop 
crafts 
recently renewed

mands. They were asked to await an 
official report by Attorney General 
Palmer, since made public, of the 
trend of prices. 
Mr. Palm er's report showed that 
the c u s t o m a r y upward march of prices 
during the fall months had been much 
less this year than in the past and 
expressed the conviction that the next 
two m onths would bring substantial 
results in reducing the inflation in 
living costs. 
It is understood the shop workers 
were represented to be growing rest­ 
less over the lack of action on their 
derm ands. 
Demands of railroad clerks for more 
money now are before the board of 
railway wages and working condi­ 
tions, which has not indicated when 
a report to the director general may 
be expected.

“A stronom ers have suspected, the 
existence of a planet outside Neptune 
for at least fifty years,” said Prof. 


Bailey, “and since 1877 many obser­ 
vers have tried to locate it.

ual method was to study the purtur- 
lations of Uranus 
and 
determine 
from these w hat m ust be the situa­ 
tion of the object which was deflect­ 
in • Uranus from its course.

They 
aggregate one-fifth of the land area and have one-fifth of the 
population of the globe. 
Twenty of the new republics have been established upon a 
territory formerly that of a single empire, Russia; a dozen others 
have been created from sections of three other empires, Germany, 
Austria-Hungary, and Turkey; and the remainder, which is prac­ 
tically a score in -number, represents pre-war colonies, protector­ 
ates* or dependencies of Germany 
and Turkey 
respectively. 
Most of these new political divisions lie within the interior of 
Europe, separated by long distances from the ocean; their rail­ 
roads disorganized; their currency in a state of extreme disorder; 
their population unaccustomed to the new form of government; 
their legislators inexperienced in national and international af­ 
fairs of government. 
One of the most distinguished American authorities on world 
political history, Prof. Edwin A. Grosvenor, professor of modern 
government and international law in Amherst College and for 
i twenty years professor of history in the Roberts College at Con­ 
stantinople, discussing the new groupings of people in the area 
in question says: 
“For the first time in human experience, the effort is being made by the 
victors after a great war to trace new frontiers in accordance with the racial i 
aspirations and affinities of the people involved. Because of the impossi­ 
bility of defining exactly the limits of a race, many heart burnings are in­ 
evitable in the new adjustment of European boundaries. 
* * * The old 
(Order has passed away. A new Europe is in the making. Neither a year 
,.nor a generation will suffice to make it. * * 
* Europe, though so old, 
is for the greater part young and inexperienced in 
self-government and 
political duty and opportunity. The gait of more than one newly enfranchised 
people will resemble the uncertain walk of a just-awakened child.” 


SURRENDER OF THE BIG FIVE PACKERS. 


Attorney General Palmer has undoubtedly achieved a great 
triumph in securing from the five great meat-packing corpora- I 
tions assent to a court decree for the dissolution of the so-called 
“food trust” and for the complete separation of the meat-packing I

combinations of capital a dominating position over the food sup- 
* plies of the nation. That assent is without question given under 
the double duress of a vigorous attack through the machinery of 
the Department of Justice and a deeply resentful public opinion. 
And it comes almost on the heels of a nation-wide propaganda, 
inspired by the “Big Five,” to persuade the people that their con­ 
trol was really beneficial, that its result was to keep prices of 
foodstuffs down instead of increasing them and that the profits 
were not excessive.

Paris, Dec. 26.—It is believed in 
peace conference circles that the ex­ 
change of ratifications of the treaty 
of V ersailles will be made w ithin two 
weeks. 


T he final d ate now depends upon 
tb s speed w ith w hich the allied m is­ 
s i o n s in G erm any can verify the Ger­ 
m an figures of available floating dock 
tonnage dem anded by the allies as 
compeS^atiosn for the sinking of the 
Germ an w arships at Scapa Flow.

The joint Board of County Visi­ 
tors made its periodical visit to the 
D istrict 
Tuberculosis H o s p ita lo n 
W ednesday, December 10 th 
IU a J, 
all, counties of the District 
xcept 
Greene County being represented. 
The representative of Greene Coun­ 
ty was delayed by irregular running 
of the traction car, until after the 
other visitors had returned from j 
their visit. 
The district is compos­ 
ed of Greene, Madison, Champaign 
and Clark Counties, and. the! District 
Hospital is supported in a very large 
m easure by tax levies in the respec­ 
tive counties. 
The rem ainder of th° 
support is furnished by pay patients 
and by grain, vegetables and dairy 
products from the sm all farm be­ 
longing to the institution. 
The re­ 
port follows: 
"W e were very much surprised at 
the increased attendance of patients 
at the H ospital being about' IOO per­ 
cent higher than it warn at the time 
of our last visit. 
W e were also very 
agreeably surprised a t the improve­ 
m ents and betterm ents made at the 
Institution, since our last visit. 
As 
far as we could observe, practically, 
all our 
form er 
recom m endations 
have been carried out, and we de­ 
sire to commend m ost heartily, the 
Board 
and 
Superintendent Richi- 
son, for the very m arked improve­ 
m ent in all jn attera connected with 
the institution. 
B etter facilities for 
treating the afflicted patients have 
beeD provided, and generally there 
seemed to be a m ore cheerful at­ 
m osphere in all operations of the 
Hospital. 
W hile there 
are 
some­ 
things yet which should be rem e­ 
died In order to m ake the institu­ 
tion m ore efficient in fighting the 
"W hite Plague," and in restoring 
to health m any victim s attacked; 
we believe the Board and Sup^in- 
tendent are doing all w ithin their 
m eans and facilities to help those 
applying for assistance in com bat­ 
ing the dread disease. 
The trans-/ 
form ation of a large dwelling-house 
into a tuberculosis hospital has been 
no easy m atter, and naturally has 
been attended with great difficul­ 
ties, because of inability to m ake 
an 
up-to-date 
hospital 
out 
of 
a , 
building, which was not constructed 
for such a purpose. 
The best med­ 
i a l authorities are agreed that tub­ 
erculosis is a disease easily cured, 
f given proper attention in its early 
stages, and th a t many lives could 
>e saved, if proper treatm ent were 
provided in the incipiency 
of 
the 
lisease. 
Popular sentim ent is grow­ 
ing and being aroused to the end 
that soon, we hope, funds will be 


I provided, by taxation, or otherwise, 
with which to construct and ope- 
| rate m odem hospitals for the cure 
of tuberculosis, which, * if 
done, 
would save thousands of lives, an­ 
nually in our own state. 
We fur­ 
th e r 
hope, 
th at 
the 
people 
of 
this district, will in the near future, 
see the necessity and benefit there­ 
from of providing 
modern 
up-to- 
date hospitals on our own grounds 
for the treatm ent of th at easily cur- 
I able disease. 
Would th at some phil- 
1 anthroplst in this district would pro­ 
vide the funds for this purpose, if 
same is not done by taxation, and 
thus be tho means of saving many 
lives who together with their chil 
dren and children’s children, would 
bless the benefactor. 
“ W hat this district needs as soon 
as it can tie secured, is a modern up 
to-date hospital with a children’s 
pavilion GT annex, if tho best results 
are to be secured. 
"AJt the tim e of our visit there 
w ore’tw enty children a t the institu­ 
tion 
and 
flfty-throe adults, 
and 


tw enty of 
the 
patients w ere pay 
patients. 
/Think 
of 
over 
two-j 
sevenths of the patients being chil-; 
drem, and they are by no means all' 
of the children in this district hav- 
ing tubercular truble 
or 
tendon- 
cies, which could bo cured if taken 
in tim e and treated properly, but 
which, if neglected, will necessarily 
m ake a hasty trip to th a t "bourne, 
whence no traveler returns." 
Here 
I* 
is a wastage of hum an life, which ( 
m ust be prevented. 
“The report was m ade 
to 
our . 
Board th a t of the non-pay patients, 
thirty-four wefre from Clark Coun-, 
ty, fourteen from Greene, two from 
Cham paign, and three from Madi­ 
son County, and the cost per p a tie n t, 
was $1.60 per day for the m onthiof I 
November. 
This is surely a very 
reasonable cost for medical treat­ 
m ent and board and lodging; and 
the Board and Superintendent are 
therefore entitled to further com-; 
m endatkm . 
"W e are greived to learn of the 
death of Mrs. A. J. Strain, of Lon­ 
don, Ohio, since our previous visit. 
She was a faithful member of our , 
Board for mapy years, and took an i 
alert interest in the periodical vis- J 
its to the D istrict Hospital. 
W hile 
not strong or robust of .physique, j 
she always endeavored to perform I 
her duty conscientiously,, and we re- / 
gret exceedingly that we can no ■ £ 
longer be favored with her presence 
and wise counsel. 
"W e wish to thank the Board and i 
Superintendent for their prom pt at-,, 
tention to our form er suggestions, 
and we can assure them th at our 
greatest desire is to co-operate and 
assist them , if possible, to the end, 
th a t the lives of these unfortunate , 
victims of this curable disease, may , 
be saved, and th a t we ijiay have an 
institution, that will command the j 
regard of tho people of this district, 
as being worthy of their hearty sup- \ 
port.
